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In the Action, the Examiner objected to the clainis fbi various infannfll 
leasons. By this Amendment, all of the original claims (clMims 1-21) have been 
withdrawn &om ihe case and new claims 22^37 substil^d therefort. It u 
submitted that aU of lb« new claims have been drafted in order to overcome the 
Hxaminef s informal objections to me original set of claima and therefore the nc* 
set of clafans are believed to be propter. 

As to the Cxatniner's comment conr-eming the trademark "Delmn", that 
tradcmaHf has been properly desitjiuited in the new set of claims. 

On the merils, claims 1, % <i. 7, and 9-19 were rejecCed nndcr 35 USC 
§102(0) as betog fblly met and thus anticipated by the Karimi patent (U.S. No. 
6,813.374). In addition, claim 4 was rejected under 35 USC §103(a) as being 
obvious and thus unpatentable over flie Karimi patent in view of the Schulte 
reference (U.S. P.*. No. 2005/0025280). lu addition, claim 3 was rejected under 
that same stetntory seotion as behig unpatentable over the Karimi and Schnhe 
Inferences and fiirther in view of the Quasar reference. Finally, claims 5, 8, 20 
and 21 were rejected under §103 a.^ lieing unpatentable over the Karimi patent in 
view of the Jaoobaoii patent (U S. No, 4,344,183). All of the original cloima 
submitted wilh the appllcatirm, namely claims 1-21, have bem withdrawn by this 
amendment, and a ne-w »t of claims, namely claims 22-37, substituted therefore. 
Claim 22 is die nnly independent claim submhted in the new set of cMmB. 

It is submitted that the applicant's invwition as defined by olahn 22, as wdl 
as dependent claims 23-37. are not disclosed or suggested by any of Ihc cited 
references, whether taken individually or in any permissible combinatioii- 

New claim 22 relaUs* lo a device for calibrattag a CT machine, .%uch as an 
EDS machine, in which the device inchides a housfag member, a core member and 
a plurality of fight cylinder members positioneil in the core member. The core 

member is porticulariy made from a foHin material, and the cylindrical members 
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arc particularly made ftom a plastic material, such as Uelran™ or th. like- The 
cylinder meiabe.. ^ have a <Iiff««at lengfli and a constant ct^a-section 
tooughaut flictr lengths. One of the cylinder members also eriends cntiely 
througla tlie core Meniber, particularly along Ihe longimdinal axis thereof. With 
aie applicant's isvention. performance across fte entin* fieM of view of the CT 
machine, particularly an EDS n^chine. is measioed. Thcmocbke sysunn 
pcrtbrtnance is validated acm« the entire field and im^ndcs image leBototion »d 
contrast sensitivity ,ncasurctnent8. The oablHation of the CT machine « 
accomplished in a quicker and easier mannc. wift the applicairfs tav«itio«. which 
also provides unitbrm and accurate results. 

The housing member is adapted Ir, fit and pass easUy throuijh the Cl/EDS 
ruachiT,e mid has a recess th«n:In in which the foam core member is poeitioned. In 
the picfdied embodiment, th« foam core member has a rectangular shape, such as 
a aquare-crosfi section, and the cylindrical member arc positioned in order to 
measure the performance across the entire field of view of the C17EDS machine. 

None of die cited references disclosure or suggest the applicant's mvenlion 
as defined in independent claim 22. let alon« a number of Ihe features set forth in 
the dependent claims, namely claims 23-37. 

la the Kflrimi patent, the hisert members ore not all right cyUndcrs and none 
extend completely through (he core member. There also is no disclosure or 
suggestion of having the insert members positioned uniformly across the entire 
crosfr^jectional size and shape of ihe core member in order to facilitate 
performance measuitMuent across the entire field of view ot thc CT/EDS machine. 
The Jacobson patent discloses the u!* of tq)e««i cylinders which ca^^ 

used for edge measurements in the manner (»f the present mvention. The l«i»red 
cylinders do not provide a perpendicalar edge fwm which the necessary data can 
be secured. Jacobson also docs not disclose the use of cylinder mcmbera of 
different lengths. None of these features are also disclosed or suggested by the 
Quasar refeiRnce. FinaUy, thd purpose of the markets in the Schulte patent is 
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s^taniially ^ applicafs taventioa, and the device di.dos«l

to general, th. present inventioii is particularly otmcemed abcl mcasunng 
the quoUty of th. entire fidd of view, while die cited references »mpJy mcasuie 
chfli«teristics of the alice at the location tliat the ingoTO or cylinders happen to be 
positioned. It. particular, the spatial lesoJntion derived fion. .he itnagc onalyris of 
shHipnes. at the edge of ihe in,agc of the cylinders «ri1h fbc appUcanf s 
i„veari«n i« a unique use of th« cylinder or insert tnemhc... A» a result, the enlue 
field of view is measured with a singlo test device. 

in this regard, the Examiner makes reference to "tight cylinder*" and "U^t 
cyhnders". This lefeitncc is not understood since the teferwce m "right 
eylindera" is present in paragraphs [0007], [0021] and [0027]. Allhough it is 
preferred fliat the applicant's invention be relatively light in weight for ease of use. 
it i. submitted that the preferred c^dindrical members are "riglxt" cylmders. Hius, 
if there is a typographical or granrmatical error relative to the use of "light" rather 
than "right^ the Examiner is requested to bring that to the attention of (he 
^heant for qjpropriate oorreetion. 
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lu view of the forefioing, it is submitted fliat aH of iLe claims remaininB i» 
tb. ca.c r^iy ol^ 22.37. arc in p«»per foim -nd p^ientably distinguish fiuin 
ih. prior ^ Accordingly, allo^ of claims ^ passage of the appKcalmn to 
issuance are respectfully solicited.
